WITH the vote in Massachusetts Tuesday 11•• states of 40 


million population-—one-thir'd of the American people— 
have declared for repeal of the Eighteenth amendment. Five 
more states are voting this month, Connecticut, California, 
New Hampshire, Iowa and West Virginia. Connecticut and 
California are conceded for repeal, placing the total popuia* 
tion of repeal territory by the end of June at 47 million. 
Actually, it is probable that repeal will carry all five states. 
The Literary Digest—infallible on its straw votes^-HJstimates 
that repeal will sweep 46 of the 48 states. 
But even presum- 


ing that 13 states can be found to check the repeal movement, 
what then? 
It is conceded that the popular vote over the 


nation shows an overwhelming majority for repeal. 
This 


leads the Texas Weekly to say: 


' "Even if -thirteen states should be 
lined up, they will not save national 
prohibition. Technically, in that event, 
the 
Eighteenth 
amendment would 


still be in the constitution, but there 
would be no attempt by the federal 
governmen to enforce it, for no con- 
gress in the future would appropriate 
a dollar for that purpose.

Uhich power interests tried desperate- 
ly to block. The Federal Trade Com- 
mission began this in 1929, and has not 
yet completed it. Some 74 companies

Stone and Webster among the largest. 
The. investigation has cost more than 
a million dollars ,and its completion is 
threatened by budget cuts. 


The evidence, therefore, of a single 


"trust," is not conclusive to date. But 
though it shows no nation-wide mon- 
opoly under a single ownership, it 
clearly shows a strong drift in that di- 
rection, and proves that many states, 
communities, and whole regions are 
dominated by a single control of 
power.

I hear this flip comment: That if

There is this difference: A personal 


debt represents value received. You 
got the money personally, and you 
spent it personally. 


But a public debt represents nothing 


direct to the individual except heavy 
taxes to repay it. 


There is plenty of precedent for the 


cancellation of debts between na- 
tions. 


There is no precedent for cancella- 


tion of private debts. 


When physically unable to pay, the 


individual takes bankruptcy. 


The world's nations are virtually 


bankrupt, but there is no bankruptcy 
court where nations may seek relief. 


If the remaining balane on the World 


war account could be charged off, it 
would lighten that much of the po- 
litical burden now resting on the 
shoulders of trade, leaving more money 
with which to buy products of the 
field and factory. 


There is prcedent for the United 


States cancelling Europe's debts. We 
have become the world's banker. 
After the Napoleonic wars, England, 
then the world's banker, cancelled 300 
million of her allies' debts—and made 
it back in trade. 


But being the world's banker is a 


new experience for the United States. 
We have hesitated, have allowed] 
Europe to sweat under a bankrupt's 
burden, until all the world that was 
lately bur ally has seemed to turn 
against us.

Industrial BUI Is Law 


WASHINGTON. — (IP) '•*- President 


Roosevelt acted quickly Tuesday night 
to put into effect the vast powers giv- 
en him by congress to stimulate na- 
tional recovery through the public 
works-industrial control bill. 


Members of the cabinet immediately 


in charge of this program together 
with Gen. Hugh Johnson, who has 
been organizing the huge machinery 
for more than two weeks were sum- 
moned to the White House to discuss 
plans for speeding its operation. 


Only a few hours, before the senate 


had completed final congressional ac- 
tion on the bill by approving the con- 
ference report already accepted by the 
house. 


Even before he had an opportunity 


to sign the 
legislation, 
President 


Roosevelt Tuesday night decided to 
discuss details of his program to start 
public improvement and liberalizing 
working agreements in industry with 
those who will have the final say so. 


It appeared certain a cabinet com- 


mittee would be named to administer 
the all-powerful control over Ameri- 
can industry and public construction. 


Secretaries Ickes, Wallace and Per- 


kins met at the White House with the 
president. Secretary Roper was re- 
garded as certain to be a member of 
this group but was not able to get to 
the White House parley because of a 
previous engagement. 


The senate vote was comparatively 


close, 46 to 39, but it was enough to 
overcome a combination of indepen- 
dent Republicans and regulars from 
both parties, despite that their favorite 
amendments had been greatly chang- 
ed in conference without any help 
from the senate conferees. The sen- 
ate passed the bill originally, 57 to 24.

BOSTON.—(fl5)—Massachusetts wets 


swept dry resistance aside Tuesday 
and elected every one of 45 delegates 
to a constitutional convention which 
will act on repeal of prohiibtion. 


The wet victory made Massachusetts 


the eleventh state to register approval 
of the repeal amendment and placed 
her in company with Wyoming, Illi- 
nois, Indiana, New York, j-Iew Jersey, 
Michigan, Rhode Island, Delaware, 
Wisconsin and Nevada. 


The margin of success for the wots 


ran more than four to one throughout 
the state but in Boston it was near 10 
to one. The 15 congressional districts 
gave a combined district total for the 
wets of 441,195 as compared with 98,- 
844 for the drys. Three pledged dele- 
gates were chosen from each congres- 
sional district and none from the state 
at large. 


Hiding high-on the wave of wet suc- 


cess was James Roosevelt, son of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt ,who was chosen from 
the Ninth district which included parts 
of Cambridge and Boston as well as 
smaller communities. Roosevelt and 
his colleagues defeated their anti-re- 
peal opponents by more than a four to 
one vote. 


In each of the congressional districts, 


the wets had huge majorities. 
Great 


gains, as compared with elections in 
years past when prohibition was in- 
volved, were made by the wets in all 
sections of the state, especially in the 
rural districts. 


All but a few towns voted on local 


license and in scores of small towns 
where in 1924 license was voted down, 
the vote Tuesday was favorable.

Highland Peaches 


Start to Market 


Nashville Reports Quality 


Excellent, But Crop Is 


Very Short 


NASHVILLE, Ark.—The crop of 


early peaches is about ready for move- 
ment from the Highland district, some 
of the more advanced fruit having al- 
ready been moved, says the'Nashville 
News. The early crop consists of some 
few Red Birds, Early Rose, Fair Beau- 
ty and other varieties. 


Some of the peaches which have 


been expressed from here have brought 
as high as $4 per bushel and it is ex- 
pected that the entire early crop will 
be sold at not less than $2.50 per bush- 
el. Several trucks have already been 
in the district hunting peaches, and 
have shown a willingness to pay a fair 
price for the fruit. 


The Elberta peaches in the district 


are looking especially good now, since 
the rain of Sunday, 
which helped 


them considerably, end the high, qual- 
ity of the fruit is now almost assured. 
The crop is short in the district this 
year, but it is expected that the price 
will be good during the entire season, 
and that the orchardists will have an

Members of the Morgan firm ex- 


plained their "Santa Claus' 'operations 
with variations, but one thing every- 
one agreed: It's an old American cus- 
tom and "everybody does it." One 
hard-boiled Wall Street operator pri- 
vately admitted that these favors were 
in effect "bribes,' .'even though there 
might never be a tangible pro quid 
quo.

Pike, our company the f49lh, moved 
into camp at Aly, Ark. 


All of us Were disappointed, 
,We 


were expecting to go to California. 
Instead we found Aly, made up cf a 
school • house, a small store, a small 
postoffice and two or three houses. 
Aly is located way back in the woods, 
60 miles from Hot Springs. 


But now we have found the place 


is not so bad after all. With the,ex- 
ception of the fact 'that all the boys 
miss the pretty girls, we like every- 
thing fine. We have one of the ;best 
camps in the state, with some of the 
best officers. 
. 
| 


For recreation, along with bathing, 


we all make for the creek, where, the 
fish abound and the swimming Holes 
are cool and clear. But later on we 
expect a bath house and a recreation 
hall. 
; 


Everything is moving off like clock- 


work. There are about 185 boys in 
camp. Twenty-four of 
whom 
are 


from Hempstead county. The firtst 
two weeks found us cleaning upi; the, 
camp, cutting .brush, building fences, 
fixing our tents, erecting a supply 
house, and digging a well for our 
water supply. 


The men arc divided into crews and 


are assigned definite tasks. Each man 
does his work in a cheerful way be- 
cause he only works eight hours a 
day, 
which are divided into-resting 


and working periods, and five days a 
week. Within the next few days we 
expect to begin our real forestry work. 


I think everyone is expecting to 


have a good time, during the 
six

Central Maine Power Co.; the Central 
Maine Power Co,, was owned by the 
New England Public Service Co.; the 
New England Public Service Co. was 
owned by the National Electric Pow- 
er Co.; the National Electric Power 
Co. was owned by the Middle West 
Utilities Co.—and that was Samuel In- 
sull!" 


Mazes, Good and Bad 


That sort of maze was. found to be, 


and still is, common throughout the 
utility industry. Some of the holding 
companies, and management compan- 
ies which control many operating un- 
its have been of unquestionable, bene- 
fit in bringing expert management,: 
modern procedure, .pooled equipment 
buying, to their subsidiaries. A .na- 
tional benefit has resulted from plant 
improvements, 
broad-scale 
power' 


hookups and extension of service. 


But the other side of this picture 


shows many combines which seem 
clearly aimed at Inordinate control 
with little investment of real money, 
and corporations created for no appar- 
ent reason beyond making material 
for further re-groupings 
or simply 


beclouding and mystifying both in- 
vesting and consuming public. 


The very year in which most of the 


biggest utility holding companies were 
being formed saw the 
collapse 
in 


bankruptcy of the W. B. Foshay. in- 
terests of Minneapolis, which in addi- 
tion to many other interests had con- 
trolled 73 utility companies 
in 
11 


states through its Public Utilities Con- 
solidated Corporation. 


The tragedy of Samuel Insull, for- 


mer cu-worker of the great Edison 
hhiiafif. is all too well known. His 
pyramid was built on Middle West 
Utilities, nnd it became so intricate 
that perhaps Insull himself did not 
quite understand it. Economies and 
growth on which Insull counted did 
not materialize; .service in the S321 
communities in 32 states which he 
served fell off in the depression years. 
By the time diminishing profits filter- 
ed up to the holding companies at the 
top, there was not enough left to keep 
them going. And 185,000 stockholders 
in three giant corporations were utter- 
ly wiped out. Insull suns himself in 
Greece. The physical properties he 
built still stand, most of them still 
operating some at a profit, 


Titan of Titans 


Many of the utility holding com- 


panies are still profitable and appar- 
ently economically sound. There are 
no two alike, and it is a mistake to 
lump together 
indiscriminately 
the 


promotional and the really economic 
pyramids. 


The greatest of them all, for in- 


stance, the Morgan "United Corpora- 
tion, was still able to show profits of 
76 cents on each of its 14,531,198 com- 
mon shares in its latest report, in ad- 
dition to regular dividends on 2,489,065 
shares of preferred. Organized in 1929 
by J. P. Morgan & Co., Drexell & Co., 
and Bonbright & Co., this giant serves 
an area in which live half the people 
of the United States. It specializes in 
controlling other utility companies, 
and has an interest in about 23 per 
cent of-the entire electric power pro- 
duction of the United States. It owns 
part of Electric Bond and Share, it- 
self a huge holding and operating- 
management 
company with assets 


which have risen above a billion dol- 
lars. Bond and Share's net income 
for 12 months ended March 31 was 
$12,009,396, or 68 cents for each of its 
5,267,147 common shares. 


The North American Co., which on 


March 31 listed assets of $894,337,253, 
is a typical example of grouping into 
regions for operating purposes. It con- 
trols four distinct groups and serves 
more than a million people. Group 
No. 1 operates in Missouri, Illinois and 
Iowa; No. 2, Wisconsin and Michigan; 
Vo. 3, Cleveland and vicinity; No. 4, 
District of Columbia and nearby Vir- 
ginia and Maryland. Its properties 
were generating nearly two million 
kilowatts in 1931. Cities Service, in: 
addition to its oil and gas interests,

After spending 12 days tli Camp 


Pike, our company the f49lh, moved 
into camp at Aly, Ark. 


All of us Were disappointed, 
,We 


were expecting to go to California. 
Instead we found Aly, made up cf a 
school • house, a small store, a small 
postoffice and two or three houses. 
Aly is located way back in the woods, 
60 miles from Hot Springs. 


But now we have found the place 


is not so bad after all. With the,ex- 
ception of the fact 'that all the boys 
miss the pretty girls, we like every- 
thing fine. We have one of the ;best 
camps in the state, with some of the 
best officers. 
. 
| 


For recreation, along with bathing, 


we all make for the creek, where, the 
fish abound and the swimming Holes 
are cool and clear. But later on we 
expect a bath house and a recreation 
hall. 
; 


Everything is moving off like clock- 


work. There are about 185 boys in 
camp. Twenty-four of 
whom 
are 


from Hempstead county. The firtst 
two weeks found us cleaning upi; the, 
camp, cutting .brush, building fences, 
fixing our tents, erecting a supply 
house, and digging a well for our 
water supply. 


The men arc divided into crews and 


are assigned definite tasks. Each man 
does his work in a cheerful way be- 
cause he only works eight hours a 
day, 
which are divided into-resting 


and working periods, and five days a 
week. Within the next few days we 
expect to begin our real forestry work. 


I think everyone is expecting to 


have a good time, during the 
six

Utilities Co.—and that was Samuel In- 
sull!" 


Mazes, Good and Bad 


That sort of maze was. found to be, 


and still is, common throughout the 
utility industry. Some of the holding 
companies, and management compan- 
ies which control many operating un- 
its have been of unquestionable, bene- 
fit in bringing expert management,: 
modern procedure, .pooled equipment 
buying, to their subsidiaries. A .na- 
tional benefit has resulted from plant 
improvements, 
broad-scale 
power' 


hookups and extension of service. 


But the other side of this picture 


shows many combines which seem 
clearly aimed at Inordinate control 
with little investment of real money, 
and corporations created for no appar- 
ent reason beyond making material 
for further re-groupings 
or simply 


beclouding and mystifying both in- 
vesting and consuming public. 


The very year in which most of the 


biggest utility holding companies were 
being formed saw the 
collapse 
in 


bankruptcy of the W. B. Foshay. in- 
terests of Minneapolis, which in addi- 
tion to many other interests had con- 
trolled 73 utility companies 
in 
11 


states through its Public Utilities Con- 
solidated Corporation. 


The tragedy of Samuel Insull, for- 


mer cu-worker of the great Edison 
hhiiafif. is all too well known. His 
pyramid was built on Middle West 
Utilities, nnd it became so intricate 
that perhaps Insull himself did not 
quite understand it. Economies and 
growth on which Insull counted did 
not materialize; .service in the S321 
communities in 32 states which he 
served fell off in the depression years. 
By the time diminishing profits filter- 
ed up to the holding companies at the 
top, there was not enough left to keep 
them going.

Governor Futrell of Arkansas 
said Wednesday night follow- 
ing a conference with federal 
Farm Credit Administration 
officials that it would be nec- 
essary to repeal the 1933 Ar- 
kansas anti-deficiency judg- 
ment act if the Arkansas Su- 
preme Court does not declare 
it unconstitutional. 


Governor FutreH's statement came 


just after a conference with Henry C. 
Morgenthau, farm credit administra- 
tor of the government, and it was 
taken to mean that Morgenthau had 
declined to approve the granting of 
loans to Arkansas farmers under the 
act which seeks to prevent deficiency 
judgment in foreclosure suits. 


While Governor Futrell would not 


make a statement regarding a special 
session of the Arkansas legislature, he 
indicated he would act if the Arkansas 
Supreme Court, which is expected to 
hand down a decision next Monday 
in four test cases involving "mora- 
torium" legislation of 1933, holds that 
the anti-deficiency judgment act is 
valid. 


In event a special session of the leg- 


islature is necessary, Governor Futrell 
said it would not be called before July 
18, "unless some emergency which I 
do not now woresee comes up." 


"It will be necessary to have Act 


57 (the anti-deficiency judgment law) 
repealed," he said, "if the Supreme 
Court holds it constitutional, as it ef- 
fects farm mortgages. Before money 
can be obtained to refinance farm loan 
mortgages in Arkansas, the act must 
be repealed." 


Abington Is "Sore" 


LITTLE ROCK.—Charging that the 


"big shots" in Washington and St. 
Louis "virtually have blacklisted Ar- 
kansas" so far as sale of bonds and

WASHINGTON—Thirty years of, experience have left no 


doubt whatever that the development, of electric power must 
go forward under careful federal and state regulation. 


Even leaders of the utility world®- 


lave come to admit this. They have 
found a certain stability 'in having a 
monopoly of their field, even, under 
regulation. Vice President William J. 
rlagenah of the Edison Institute put 
it this wqy recently to a Senate com- 
mittee: "... our business is privately- 
owned, but it is dedicated to a public 
service% which fact the ..state recog- 
nizes, and for that reason regulates 
us . . . " 


Utility men have not always had 


this attitude. The struggle to yet any 
reputation at all has been a long one, 
but today all states but seven have 
commissioners controllinb the electric 
business. 


Uncle Sam Takes a Hand 


It was the opening up of logdist- 


ance transmission that let the federal 
government in on the game. As water 
power site sopened up, most of them 
were far from population centers, and 
thus power had to be sent long dist- 
ances, often across state lines. Many 
were on federal land, and many in- 
volved other questions, such as inter- 
ference with navigation of rivers. Thus 
water power prought regulation to the 
door of the federal government. 


Back in 1902 Gifford Pinchot, Theo- 


dore Roosevelt and the "conservation- 
ists" began their fight to preserve pup- 
lie resources to the public. This long 
campaign produced the Water Power 
Act of 1920, which set up a Federal 
Power Commission to grant licenses 
to develop power sites on navigable 
waters, on non-navigable waters where 
there would be an effect on inter- 
state or foreign commerce, on public 
lands, or at government dams. In 
these cases "Uncle Sam was to have 
jurisdiction. It mjght seem a small
